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College   Announces   1957  -  58    Scholarships 

Eight  Founder's  grants,  ranging  up  to  $1,600  each,  feature  the  Pres- 
byterian College  scholarship  program  announcement   for   1957-58. 

High  school  seniors  of  superior  intellectual  achievement,  through 
these  grants  and  two  other  types  of  scholarships,  thus  are  offered  a 
broad  opportunity  to  qualify  for  financial  assistance  toward  obtaining 
a  higher  education. 

The  eight  Founder's  grants  will  be  awarded  competitively  to  qual- 
ified students  entering  Presbyterian  College  at  the  start  of  the  1957-58 
session  next  September.  They  cover  four  years  of  study  and  offer  each 
recipient  up  to  $400  per  year. 

In  addition,  Valedictory  Scholarships  again  are  being  made  available 
to  first-honor  graduates  of  accredited  high  schools,  and  ministerial 
candidates  of  Protestant  faith  may  apply  for  Ministerial  Scholarships. 
These  grants  amount  to  $400  each  for  the  four  years  of  study. 

A  new  requirement  has  been  injected  into  the  scholarship  program 
for  the  coming  year.  All  applicants  will  be  expected  to  take  the  Schol- 
astic Aptitude  Tests  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 

The  Founder's  Scholarships  are  awarded  on  the  basis  of  intellect, 
leadership  and  character.  High 
school  principals  have  been  pro- 
vided detailed  information  about 
these  grants,  and  the  deadline 
for  applying  is  March  10,  1957. 
All  high  school  seniors  are  eli- 
gible to  take  the  preliminary 
tests,  from  which  group  20  stu- 
dents will  be  selected  to  visit  the 
Presbyterian  College  campus  for 
interviews  and  other  tests.  Final 
decisions  will  be  made  after  this 
visit. 

Presbyterian  College  inaugu- 
rated its  Founder's  grants  two 
years  ago,  and  these  awards  im- 
mediately received  popular  re- 
ception among  high  school  stu- 
dents and  educators.  The  schol- 
arship committee  processed  more 
than  100  applicants  last  year. 


Professor  Chosen 
Presbytery  Moderator 

Dr.  Edouard  Patte,  a  member 
of  the  Presbyterian  College  fac- 
ulty, is  the  new  moderator  of 
Enoree    Presbytery. 

He  assumed  his  position  at  the 
recent  winter  meeting  of  Pres- 
bytery which  was  held  in  Spar- 
tanburg. 

Dr.  Patte,  an  ordained  Pres- 
byterian minister,  is  professor  of 
sociology  at  Presbyterian  College 
and  also  serves  as  conductor  of 
the  widely  acclaimed  robed 
choir. 


PC's    Share   of    Foundation   Gifts    Increases 


Spring  Term  Rolls 
List  510  Students 

Presbyterian  College's  second 
semester  enrollment  totals  510 
students,  the  office  of  the  regis- 
trar has  announced. 

This  number  represents  the 
highest  spring  semester  registra- 
tion figure  in  history  at  PC,  but 
as  usual  it  is  below  the  first 
semester  peak  of  541   students. 

The  registrar's  office  pointed 
out  that  several  students  had 
completed  work  upon  their  de- 
grees at  the  close  of  the  last 
term,  while  a  number  of  others 
had  been  required  to  leave  be- 
cause of  academic  failure. 

Classwork  launching  the  sec- 
ond semester  of  the  1956-57  ses- 
sion at  Presbyterian  College  be- 
gan on  February  1.  The  schedule 
will  now  continue  uninterrupted 
until  the  start  of  Easter  holidays 
on  April  18.  This  week-long 
spring  vacation  period  will  ex- 
tend through  April  24,  after 
which  students  will  point  toward 
commencement  on  June  2-3. 


Presbyterian  College  has  re- 
ceived $9,279.83  as  its  share  of 
the  1956  funds  recently  distrib- 
uted by  the  South  Carolina 
Foundation  of  Independent  Col- 
leges, Inc. 

Corporation  gifts  totaling 
$123,500  were  taken  in  during 
the  past  year  by  the  Foundation, 
which  is  a  cooperative  associa- 
tion of  the  state's  nine  indepen- 
dent colleges  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  united  appeal  to  in- 
dustry for  financial  support. 

This  total  by  69  corporations 
almost  tripled  the  $41,900  con- 
tributed to  the  Foundation  dur- 
ing its  first  full  year  of  operation 
in  1955.  Presbyterian  College 
received  $3,339.70  as  its  share  of 
this  first  report. 

President  Brown,  in  announc- 
ing the  1956  total  for  PC,  said 
that  he  is  greatly  encouraged  by 
the  growing  response  on  the  part 
of  business  and  industry  to  pri- 
vate non-tax  supported  institu- 
tions of  higher  education.  The 
Foundation  hopes  eventually  to 
build  its  fund-raising  efforts  to 
$500,000  annually.

For  Annual  Meeting 


Trustees   to   Assemble   From    Both    Synods 


Twenty-nine  Presbyterian  leaders  charged  with  the  direction  of 
Presbyterian  College  will  assemble  on  campus  for  the  annual  board 
of  trustees  meeting  on  March  5. 

A  preliminary  meeting  of  the  honorary  degrees  committee  is  sched- 
uled for  the  previous  evening.  This  group  will  bring  to  the  board  nom- 
inees to  be  considered  for  honorary  degrees  at  the  June  commencement. 

The  Rev.  Harry  K.  Holland,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Marietta,  Ga.,  serves  as  chairman  of  the  board.  Robert  M.  Vance, 
Clinton  bank  president,  is  vice-chairman;  and  J.  Ferdinand  Jacobs,  Sr., 
head  of  a  Clinton  religious  advertising  agency,  is  secretary. 

The  Presbyterian  College  board  of  trustees  is  made  up  of  11  repre- 
sentatives appointed  by  the  Synod  of  Georgia,  15  appointed  by  the 
Synod  of  South  Carolina  and  three  named  by  the  College  alumni  body.

Thus  Presbyterian  College,  through  these  men,  is  controlled  directly 
by  its  constituency — the  two  supporting  synods  and  the  alumni.  Each 
Presbytery  names  its  own  representative,  and  the  synods  add  a  specific 
number  of  at-large  members.  Alumni  select  one  from  among  their 
number  each  fall  at  Homecoming  to  serve  for  the  next  three  years.  All 
trustees  are  chosen  for  three-year  terms. 

The  board  holds  at  least  one  meeting  annually — on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  March — although  it  has  met  as  many  as  four  times  in  the  course  of  a 
year.  Special  committees  function  during  the  interim.  The  finance  com- 
mittee, for  example,  works  continuously  in  conjunction  with  profes- 
sional advisory  services  in  responsibility  for  investment  of  endowment 
funds. 

Dr.  Marshall  W.  Brown,  president  of  the  College,  reports  directly  to 
and  is  responsible  to  the  board  of  trustees.
